Considerable quantities of these 
goods are being bought up on a 
speculative basis, and some whole- 
salers of whiskey are said to be 
holding back supplies from the re- 
tail trade. he purpose of these 
operators is apparently to accumulate 
stocks of wimes and whiskey in 
the expectation that the present re- 
strictions on export will be removed 
after the war. 

There is authority for stating that 
the control of export will be main- 
tained during the post-war period 
for whatever time needed to prevent 
speculators from cashing-in. While 
control is in operation, licences for 
export will be issued only to recog- 
nised whiskey exporters. 

These measures will ensure that 
the interests of the normal ‘export 
trade are protected.

FOOD SHORTAGE PERIL 
INCREASES 


grown last season to leave the 
unrationed, Mr. de 
Valera said, at a food-production 
meeting in Roscommon, yesterday. 

Declaring that if there is a bad 
harvest or neglect of wheat or 
potatoes in the spring a large 
number of people, . particularly 
children, would suffer all their lives 
as a result. Mr. de Valera said 
that the peril of food shortage grew 
less remote as the war advanced, 
and the danger now was an inclina- 
tion on the part of some people to 
take things too easily. That attitude 
could not continue. . Unlike other 
nations which had to import the 
greater portion of their food, this 
country was in the position of being 
able to produce sufficient for its own 
needs with a surplus for export. 

Speaking of wheat, Mr. de Valera 
said that the current wheat crop was 
sufficient for only seven months of 
the year, while Roscommon had 
grown only sufficient for half its 
needs. At the moment, when it was 
becoming increasingly difficult to 
import, they were depending on im- 
porting 180,000 tons of wheat. 

A further 100,000 acres of barley 
was needed. By using 40,000 tons 
of barley as a substitute for bread- 
stuff they had interfered with one 
of their principal export industries, 
for the time being, at any rate, In- 
dustries auxiliary to agriculture, such 
as. malting and brewing, were very 
important, and should be kept. There 
never should have been a potato short- 
age in Dublin, because potatoes were. 
suited to a great variety of soils, 
every person who could get hold of 
a plot. should grow at least sufficient 
vegetables for himself and his 
family. 

The bacon shortage was due to 
insufficient production of food for 
animals. They had only quarter of 
a million pigs at present, compared 
with two millions sent to the 
factories before the war. Milk, as 
well as butter, was in short supply, 
while the cattle population remained 
roughly the same, because insufficient 
corn and roét crops had been grown 
to feed the mock properly during 
the winter. 

Two million acres of cereals and 
one million of root crops were re- 
quired, and a very great effort was 
needed in Roscommon. The only 
way to bring the poultry industry 
back to its former status was to 
grow sufficient potatoes and corn for 
post-war years. 


New Cab Hazards

As yet, of course, there is no likeli- 
hood of a total isolation of Finland. 
The relative naval strengths make 
that improbable. Nor is General 
Dietl’s entirely German army in 
Northern Finland and Murmansk 
likely to be affected immediately. 
This force originally came from Nor- 
way, and probably is still based on 
that country to a considerable extent. 
The most usual estimate of its 
strength is six cgvisions or: there- 
abouts. According as the Leningrad 
communications can be restored war- 
like supplies will become available 
for operations into Finland, both 
southern and northern; but not 
before. é 

In general, the Russian success 
has taken the form of recovery of 
territory, especially of a valuable net- 
work of communications. SRO 
combat casualties were, it is stated, 
also inflicted on the Germans; but 
—considering the magnitude of the 
operations—no very important body 
of German troops was lost. What 
the Germans may have  Iost, 
however, would be considerable 
quantities of heavy material of 
various kinds.

I discard as inimical to the future 
prosperity of the country both nationalis:- 
tion and public ownership on a wide 
scale—at any rate, until such time as 
humanity has reached the limits of 
material progress, which, surely, is not 
yet. There are spheres which are un- 
suitable for private enterprise, and there 
are public services which can better be 
provided by the State in the public 
interest. There are controls which must 
be exercised bs the State, but the neces- 
sity for and scope of State ownership 
or control in every partienlar case show !:! 
be thoroughly and critically examined. an:i 
the liberty of the individual te contribute 
to the national wealth by his sown 
initiative should be jealousiy guarde:|. 

here must be a system of taxation 
which will encourage individual initiative 
and allow it te gather the fruit of its 
enterprise. even if the fruit were to he 
taken awav in death duties in a couple 
of generations or so. Control for the 
sake of control, high taxatien. and. in 
particular, excess profits tax, barcaacratic 
interference, the principle that success 
is a form of crime to be punished bv 
transfer te State ownership are some of 
the things to be avoided. 

In short. we must get back in fact 
as well as in name the democratic 
liberties for which we have sacrificed so 
much.

“Sailor Gare” - 

Towards the end oí the last war 
a soldier of the 27th (New. York) 
Division of the United States 
Army wrote a book entitled, 
‘Same old Bill, eh Mable!” It 
consisted of a series of letters from 
Bill, in France, to Mable, in 
America, and more than once in 
his letters Bill mentioned that all 
the troubles and inconsistencies 
behind the lines were attributed 
by the natives to a fellow named 
“Sailor Gare.’’ 
the discomfort due to rationing 


of gas, electricity, transport, 
clothes and food, while trivial 
enough in all conscience, is 


attributed in this country, legiti- 
mately, to-day to the war, That 
statement is so obvious that it 
seems superfluous to make it. It 
leads, however, to a more signi- 
ficant aspect of life in Ireland at 
present. On many sides complaints 
are voiced about weariness and 
boredom. The zest is said to have 
departed from life. The future is so 
uncertain that lackadaisical persons 
find in the fact an excuse for their 
omission to plan not only for the 
remote, but for the very much 
closer, future. There is a tendency 
to ask: “What's the use?” We 
hold no brief for those who argue 
thus; but we can understand the 
mentality of men and women who 
are oppressed by the omnipresence 
of the war and its consequences, 
and have been discouraged by the 
‘continually deferred hopes of an 
early finish to the fighting and a 
return to normal living. Much of 
the modern search for pleasure, for 
escape from the realities of life in 
a world torn with suffering, is due 
to no real slackening of the moral 
fibre of the seekers. They are 
conscious, when they think of it, 
that “ life is real, life is earnest.’’ 
Their great difficulty to-day is to. 
strike a middle course between 
depression and hilarity, to preserve 
a sense of mental balance between 
the tragedy of uncertainty and the 
recklessness of too strenuous an 
attempt to forget it. It is fair 
enough to make the excuse, ‘‘c’est 
la guerre,’’ but the prudent course 


| is to stay close to the clean paths 


of a decent life, and to overcome 
depression with reason rather than 


opiates.

TENOR’S VOICE 


There was an air of unreality 
about the Dublin Operatic Society’s 
presentation of “ Lucia di Lammer- 
moor,” Donizetti’s most popular 
opera, at the Capitol Theatre, Dub- 
lin, last night. It was like play- 
ing Hamlet without the Prince, The 
throat attack, which had overcome 
Francis Russell last week, was so 
bad that the visiting tenor had not 
only not a singing note on his voice, 
but could not even speak; but ‘under 
pressure he agreed to “walk 
through ” the part. One of the 
biggest audiences of the festival had 
thus: the extraordinary experience of 
sitting through a performance with 
the tenor line missing. - Mr. Rus- 
sell tried to fill the gap with very 
telling acting. 

Naturally, all the cast were upset, 
but. they got through in a manner 
suggesting that, with the tenor in 
his usual form, the production would 
have been excellent. In the title 
role, Diana de Rosso scored a per- 
sonal success. Her voice, no doubt, 
is very small, but it has charm and 
sweetness, though at the moment it 
has not the depth of feeling or weight 
of power for the music of Lucia.

BANKING ANP TRADE 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Srr,—Mr. M. R. J. Eaton's letter, 
which appeared in your issue of 
February 9th, explains clearly and 
concisely the abnormalities of Eire’s 
finances in present circumstances. 
May I suggest two further causes of 
the increased volume of currency: 
(1) The tendency of farmers, whose 
activities have extended considerably, 
to pay and be paid in cash, rather 
than-by cheque; (2) the hesitancy 
on the part of all sections to resort 
to the cheque book since the revised 
banks’ charge of 24. per transaction 
was enforced (and since income tax 
was increased to 7s. 6d. in the £3). 
It is a case of the pot calling the 
kettle black, however, when the 
editor of a bankers’ journal accuses 
your leader-writer of confusing cause 
and effect. Only last:month we were 
informed by one bank chairman that 
the cause of the increased bank 
deposits was the running down of 
irreplaceable stock. (In former years 
all bank chairmen advanced this 
startling theory, but doubtless most 
of them have now realised that irre- 
placeable stock cannot run down for 
ever.) He would be a clever bank 
chairman who could demonstrate 
how the mere transfer of funds from 
A's account to B’s or C’s account 
could increase the total volume of 


deposits! In point of fact, inas- 
much as a proportion of stock 
would be financed by bank 


loans, the effect of reduced stock 
would be a reduction in the volume 
of deposits; for, as the stock was 
sold, bank loans would be repaid, 
and bank assets (advances) and 
liabilities ig mt would shrink 
accordingly Irish bankers are not 
alone in the desire to spread. con- 
fusion. The chairmen of the British 
“Big Six” were unanimous in de- 
claring that the swollen volume of 
their deposits had been devoted 
mainly to the purchase of Treasury 
deposit receipts, although it was the 
“purchase ” of the T.D.Rs. that 
caused the increased deposits. One 


chairman even went so far as to 


réffix this: declaration with the 
statement that the‘increased deposits 
had been caused by heavy Govern- 
ment expenditure. He did not dis- 
close whence the Government got 
the money to spend. 

Why is it that the attitude of 
the bankers to the public is that 
of the parent of the child who asks 
awkward questions?

STUDY OF GEOGRAPHY

Restrictions 

‘Among the various plans for deal- 
ing with the situation that have been 
explored was one for making it 
necessary for a would-be traveller to 
obtain a permit showing that his 
journey was necessary before issuing 
a ticket. This was rejected as being 
too difficult to operate, so the onus 
will remain on the traveller, who 
will still be able to buy a ticket, but 
may have to run the risk that there 
will be no train. This is the rule 
that has been applied to military 
areas when they have been tem- 
porarily closed -to all visitors. The 
unsuspecting one buys his ticket, 
travels, and when he gets to the end 
of his journey is refused entry to 
the area, unless. he has papers per- 
mitting him to enter. . 


The curing with the aid of pem- 
cillin, the new wonder drug, of a 
secondary brain abscess of a. type 
hitherto considered fatal, is an- 
nounced by physicians of the Walter 
Reed Hospital in Philadelphia. A 
23-year-old man suffering from a 
brain abscess, which apparently was 
fed from an earlier lung abscess, 
and for whom hope was ‘abandoned, 
had the drug administered to him 
intravenously by the drip method, 
and finally by injections into the 
brain cavity itself. He received almost 


a teaspoonful of penicillin daily, 
and was fifty-threé days under 
treatment. The penicillin saved his

Publicans” Licences 


Licensing - sessions in many parts 
of Britain have postponed the re- 
newal of licences in cases where 
publicans have been closing on one 
or two days a week owing to 
shortage of supplies and where 
saloon bars have been kept open 
when the public bars have been 


closed. Justices are waiting a ruling 
from the Home Office. The closing 
habit usually begins about “the 


middle of June and continues inter- - 


mittently untilthe end of September; 
but this year, for the first time since 
the war, many publicans have been 
closing for a day or two each week 
since Christmas. Brewers and 
licencees have the greatest difficulty 
in obtaining a staff, and find that 
minerals are just as scarce as intoxi- 
cants. The licensing justices hold 
that public-houses should be kept 
rg for all the hours specified on 
the licence not only for providing 
drink, but also for providing other 
refreshments, and, where possible, 
accommodation for travellers.
